"gg He Spesks to the Vast Crowd—What

New York, October 27.—The German- 
Amertean Cleveland Union held a great 
mass meeting tonight in Cooper Union, 
the large hall being packed with people, 
pearly as many more being unable to gain 
admittance. The enthusiasm was at 

‘white heat throughout the proceedings, 

tumultuous applause greeted Mr. Cleve- 
land, Carl Schurz, Oswald Ottendorfer 
apd many leading German-American cit- 
fzens as they came upon the platform, 
which was decorated with portraits of 
the national democratic candidates, sur- 
rounded by American flags. Many ladies 
occupied seats in the auditorium and they 
manifested quite as much enthusiasm as 
their male escorts. 

Seated upon the platform were several 
hundred prominent Gerfhan-American 
business and professional men. Oswald 
Ottendorfer called the meeting to order 
and in a brief speech stated its objects. 
As Mr. Ottendorfer was closing, a mighty 
cheer arose near the southern entrance 
to the hall and the band struck up “Hail 


to the Chief!” 

At once Mr. Cleveland was seen coming 
down the aisle toward the rear entrance 
to the stage and the vast assemblage stood 
up and cheered, yelled, and waved hats 
and handkerchiefs. As Mr. Cleveland ap- 
peared on the stage a whirlwind of ap- 
plause swept over th2 hall, continuing for 
fully five minutes. Mr. Cleveland bowed 
repeatedly before taking his seat. Every 
mention of Cleveland’s name thereafter 
by the speakers elicited the greatest ap- 
plause. 

William Steinway acted as chairman 
and introduced Grover Cleveland as “a 
gentleman known, honored, revered and 
believed—not only in America—but in the 
wide world.”

Senator Hill’ was greeted with cheers 
when he appeared at the speaker's stand, 
escorted by Senator Daniel and Basil B. 
Gordon, chairman of the state committee; 
General Fitzhugh Lee and Representative 
Edmunds. The stand was located in an 
open grove in the fair grounds in a space 
clear of the side show and fakir stand. By 
the time the procession arrived in sight, 
15,000 people had crowded around 
stand. 

State Senator McDonald, secretary_ of 
the fair society, introduced Senator Hill 
in a speech, in which he referred to the sen- 
ator as the nominee in 1896. Senator Hill 
was warmly’ greeted. His speech was 
mainly of an agricultural character, and 
it was not until near the close that he 
tonched on politics and declared that relief 
from the burdens of tariff taxation was one 
of the things the farmers needed. In his 
agaicultural remarks the senator suggested 
that it was a mistake for the farmers to 
till so much land, and urged more diligent 
cultivation of smajler tracts and the im- 
provement of highways, which are wretch- 
ed hereabouts. He also said it would tend 
to benefit the farmers and keep at home 
some of the farmer boys who are now over- 
crowding the cities.

That Burdensome Tariff. 


One of: the causes which produced agri- 
cultural’ depression, therefore, might be 
the imposition of the burdensome tariff tax- 
ation. It seemed to him that upon a plat- 
form that no more taxes should be raised 
than are absolutely necessary for the sup- 
port of the government all the audience 
could sta The great need of the eoun- 
try, especially of the rural districts, was 
wider markets for its barrels’ of 
pork and bushels of wheat. The 
imposition of tariff on agricultural products 
does not benefit our farmers one cent, 
cause their markets are not here but in 
the whole world. 

Continuing, Mr. Hill disclaimed any in- 
tention to speak in a partisan way as both 
dgmocrats and republicans were present. 
It seemed to him that the country wanted 
as little legislation as possible. Some of 
the teriff burdens should be taken off. Wise 
and liberal laws may mitigate the evils that 
remain in all agricultural districts. though 
they cannot entirely cure them. The peo- 

le must not expect too much from legis- 
fasion Democrats believed in the doc- 
trines enunciated by a distinguished ex- 
president, that the people should support 
the government, but not the government 
support the people. Legislation could not 
override the law of supply and demand or 
the overproduction of crops. 

Senator Hill —— argued against 
too much paternalism in the government. 
The government should be economically ad- 
ministered and the people relieved from 
the exaction d6f monopolies. 

In his judgment, the full recognition of 
the money of our fathers. gold and silver, 
the currency of the constitution, would af- 
for a larger circulating medium and 
merke times better. 

In conclusion the speaker warned the 
peonle against expecting too much at once. 
As fn war, so in politics, there should be no 
firing of guns in the air. All who thonght 
alike. on these great economic auestions 
should stand together and accomplish. one 
reform at a time; concentrate their efforts 
and revise the tariff laws which are op- 
pressing us. He thought that already some- 
thing had been lost by the third party ef- 
forts in the south and west and that more 
wonld have been accomplished bv keeping 
within established party lines. People who 
thought like on one of these creat econom- 
ic questforis should not divide in critical 
times like these. :

Tonight I had a tglk with an emis 
sary of the national democratic committee 
who has been studying the situation in Col- 
orado and Montana particularly, and has 
made hasty visits to several other states. 

*“Montana,” said he, ‘“‘will undoubtedly go 
democratic. It is naturally a democratic 
state by a small majority but the republi- 
cans have managed to euchre us out of it. 
This time, however, the democrats are 
thoroughly organized and will carry the 
state beyond the shadow of a doubt. We 
shall also elect the legislature and a succes- 
sor to Senator Saunders. Our majority 
will not be particularly large, but perfectly 
safe. 

“In Colorado,” he continued, “the situa-

How Kepuablicans Get Campaign Money. 

Kansas is said to be a probibition state. 
There is such a law on the statute books, 
but it is a farce. 

The only way a stranger coming in here 
would know it to be a prohibition state 
is by the quality of whiskey sold in the 
barrooms. It is said to be worse than the 
Georgia moonshine article. Open bars are 
run in almost every town in the state just 
as they are in other places. The only dif- 
ference between the Kansas bar and the 
Georgia bar is that the Kansas one is us- 
ually on the second floor, or else in the 
rear of a store on the first floor. Another 
difference is that there are no signs here, 
yet there are surroundings which a stranger 
would recognize. There is no danger of his 
mistaking the office of a Christian scientist 
or the headquarters-of the W. C. T. U. for 


a bar, though neither may have the sign.

Well, bars are everywhere and everybody 
knows where they are. Down in Wichita 
they are run openly, the board .of police 
commissioners simply fining them once a 
month. The fine is $75 and it is understood 
that they will not be fined again until the 
next month. 

The enforcement of the law is provided 
for in a strange way. For each town of ex- 
ceeding ten thousand inhabitants in the 
state the governor appoints a board of three 
police commissioners. These men appoint 
the policemen and have supreme control 
of the police regulations of a city. They 
allow a certain number of barrooms to be 
conducted somewhat privately in a city. 
In order to present the appearance of en- 
forcing the law each proprietor of a bar 
is called upon by a police officer orice a 
month ordered to appear for selling 
liquor in violation ef the state law. He is

Republican Headquarters Came About. 

Washingten, October 27.—(Special.)—A 
curious story is current here regarding the 
immediate causes of the practical disposi- 
tion of Chairman Carter from the direction 
of the republican national campaign. 

It has all along been recognized that 
Carter did not possess the skill as a polit- 
ical manipulator of Quay, Dudley and 
Clarkson, but he was the best that offered 
and he had to be put up with. But a short 
time ago facts came to the surface which 
indicated that Mr. Carter was casting an 
anchor to windward, whieh would save his 
personal future from wreckage even if Har- 
rison and the G. O, P. were cast away in 
the November storm. 

It developed that Carter was devoting 
too much of his attention to ‘he legislative 
fight in his own state of Montana and spend- 
ing altogether’ too much of the republican 
campaign funds there. 

In short, Carter, it is charged, was strain- 
ing every nerve to secure the selection oi a 
legislature in Montana which could b@ de- 
pended on to return him to the United States 
senate in the place of Senator Sanders, 
whose term wil! expire on March 3d next. 

As soon as Sanders discovered what was 
going on he naturally kicked vigorously 
and began operations to checkmate Car- 
ter’s game. He laid the matter before Rus- 
sell Harrison and the president himseif 
and naturally the disclosures caused greet 
disquiet to the latter. But it would never 
do to displace Carter publicly, and on the 
other hand, even if this could be done with- 
out seandal, there was no one to take his 
place. Clarkson would not do it, and there 
was no influence that could be brought to 
beur on him that would force him. Quay 
was, of course, nore unwilling than Clark- 
son, but Quay could be got at through the 
great moneyed interests he represents. The 
protected manufacturers of Pennsylvania 
were\ given a hint how things were going. 
They were told that Carter was squander- 
ing their money in trying to get himself 
elected to the senate from Montana, while 
the workers in New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut were kept on short rations. 

The big contributors to the republican 
campaign fund being thus alarmed, quickly 
turned to Quay and insisted that he must 
waive his personal feelings: and go to the 
resdue. With-his own senatorial election 
coming on, Quay had to give in and thus 
i came about that he went to New York 
and relegated Carter to the innocuous post 
of a figurehead at national headquarters. 

‘hat goes to corroborate this story is that 
for the last week Senator Quay’s confiden- 
tial man here has been a daily visitor to 
the white house, where he was engaged for 
hours at a time with Russell Harrison. who 
is himself a resident of Montana. :

THE FUNERAL TRAIN, 


Conveying What Is Mortal of Mrs Har- 
rison, 


LEFT WASHINGTON CITY YESTERDAY 


Services at the White House Before 
Departure. 


MANY BEAUTIFUL FLORAL OFFERINGS, 


Heads Bowed as the Procession Fassed 
Along the Streete—The Funeral 
Today. 


Washington, October 27.—The funeral 
services over the remains of Mrs. Harrison 
took place at the white house this morning. 
They were beautiful and impressive, but 
were chiefly characterized by the simplicity 
which was so dear to the nzart. Except a 
sable rosette of crepe at the doorway, there 
was no sign of mourning about the exterior 
of the mansion. ) 

Police guards were stationed at the gates 
to keep back a throng of people who had 
gathered, to the number of several thou- 
sand, on the sidewalks bordering the north- 
ern lawn. In addition about a score of 


_blue-coated watchmen were scattered along 


the walks leading to the mansion to direct 
the movement of carriag2s. These were 
the only visible signs of official formality. 
Inside the house all the doors, connecting 
halls and adjoining rooms with the east room 
were thrown open. Near the center of the 
room was the casket supported by two pe- 
destals with the head to the north and was 
covered with beautiful flowers. The great 
room was nearly filled with chairs and 
sofas, arranged in semi-circles. 

Its usual aspect was otherwise unchanged 
except by a special abundance of its foliage 
decorations. These consisted entirely of sev- 
eral varieties of palm. Beautiful varieties 
filled the mantels and window recesses and 
others had been placed at intervals along 
the walls of the room, and on each side 
of the great mirrors. At the head and foot 
of the casket stood tall palms reaching 
nearly half way to the ceiling. Care had 
evidently been taken to avoid every ap- 
pearance of display in the decorations and 
the effect was charming in its simplicity. 

Tbe Floral Tributes. 

The. floral tributes to the memory of the 
dead were very numerous and of rare beau- 
ty. Among them were a large wreath of 
roses, orchids and chrysanthemums, pre- 
sented by the British charge de’Affaires in 
behalf of Queen Victoria. 

One of the most elaborate of the floral 
pieces was sent by the Society of Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution at Wash- 
ington. It was a large wheel, the insignia 
of the society, in white and colored blooms. 

Some time before the hour set for the 
ginning of the service, persona ends of 
the family began to arrive and were shown 
to seats by the ushers, Commander Cowles 
and Lieutenant Clover, of the: navy, Lieu- 
tenant Daproy, of the army, and D. D.

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A LITTLE CHILD SUFFERS 


the Parents Insist That no Doctor 
Shall Relieve the Suffering. 

Athens, Ga., Octaber 26.—(Special.)— 
Watkinsville is considerably stirred up over 
what seems to be a case of faith cure crim- 
inal carelessness—at least that is the as- 
pect of the story that comes from there. 

The story is to the effect that Rev. J. S. 
Cowan, the evangelist who goes over the 
country trying to out-Jones Sam Jones him- 
self, has a little four-year-old child whose lit- 
tle life is being literally consumed with some- 
thing like scurvy and who is absolutely 
refused any medical attention at all. 
Cowan is a faith enre crank and has 
been engaged for some time in trying to 
establish a faith cure asylum in Florida. 
His little child has been an invalid for a 
long time. For months and months the 
disease has been growing worse’ until now 
the report is that the little one’s teeth 
have nearly all fallen out and its jaw 
bones, Dr. White, a leading physician, 
says, are decayed almost entirely and will 
soon come out. The little body is covered 
all over with sores and ulcers. When in 
this condition the helpless child cries ‘for re- 
lief its father simply tells it to go pray. 

It is said that when the neighbors call 
to interest the father and mother to have 
the child treated by a physician that no 
attention is paid to them and that the child 
is Watched as closely as a hawk watches 
chickens to see that no one slips medicine 
to it. An old negro woman stole it out the

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-Georgia’s Commissioners Submit Their 


Annual Report 
WITH SEVERAL — RECOMENDATIONS. 


The Commission Completes Ite Twelth 
Year of Existence—Whatthe Pregent . 
Commissioners Have to Say. 


The twentieth report of the state rail- 
road commission was issued yesterday. It 
reviews the work of the board during the 
past year and concludes with some im- 
portant recommendations. 

Under the authority given by the last 
general assembly, the commission took 
prompt steps to control the rates charged 
by express companies and their regulation 
proved to be a difficult and complex ques- 
tion. An examination of the rates showed 
that excessive rates were charged on some 
articles, and a number of special rates 
and discriminations at divers points. It 
was claimed by the express companies that 
they did business under contracts with the 
railroads, but the commission decided that 
these contracts, in as far as they estab- 
lished a monopoly or fixed rates, were void 
and furnished no legal obstacle to the con- 
trol and regulation as provided by law. 

At the time they were entered into, the 
companies were compelled to take notice 
that the power of regulation resided in 
the legislature, subject to be exercised in 
their discretion, and they must have con- 
tracted with reference to this power. The 
power of regulation and control is a sover- 
eign right, which cannot be defeated by 
contract. Besides in each of these con- 
tracts competition in the express business 
was made impossible, thereby fostering 
monopoly. 

Various difficulties were experienced. 
The Southern Express Company passed 
over the larger portion of the railroads of 
the state, and was compelled to make sep- 
arate contracts with each of the separate 
roads. 

The United States Express Company has 
sought to enjoin the commission from the 
enforcement of. its rules, regulations and 
rates and the case is now pending in the 
federal] courts. 

The subject of express companies is con- 
cluded with the remark: 

“The regulation of express companies so 
far must be regarded as experimental. 
Experience and practical operation of the 
rules and rates adopted will enable us to 
arrive at a satisfactory conclusion of this 
dimcult question. 

Telegraph Companies. 


The regulation of telegraphic companies 
having been confided to this commission 
by recent legislation, immediate steps were 
taken to procure the necessary information 
for this object. The telegraph companies 
were notified to be present and submit 
whatever information and argument they 
might have w offer on the subject. 

“It was found that the chief source of 
complaint at the existing rates arose from 
stations situated in the smaller villiages and 
towns, where a greater rate was charged 
for the same message for the same dis- 
tance than was charged in larger cities for 
greater distances. After carefully investi- 
gating the reports of the telegraph com- 
panies, we determined that a uniform rate 
of twenty-live cents for ten words and 
under between any two points within this 
state was a just rate. 

So far as we are advised there has been 
a general acquiescence by the telegraph 
comipanies “in the rates and rules adopted 
by us, and we believe that. this uniform 
rate is the fairest and vest solution of this 
question. Quite a number of applications 
have been made to establish telegraph of- 
fices, and some to abolish those already es- 
tablished. The telegraph companies have 
generally shown a willingness to establish 
telegraph offices wherever the gross re- 
ceipts would pay the cost of putting in the 
instruments and maintaining the oflice, for 
which they are to be commended. 


The Railroads.

The Recommendations. 


The commissioners recommend 
ments to the law as follows:

Although a railroad company be in the 
hands of a receiver, the company is still in 
life, is still the creature of the state, is still 
subject to its government and control. And 
we therefore recommend that the legislature 
pass an act declaring that in future all rail- 
roads, whether they should come into the 
hands of receivers in the state or federal 
court, are still subject to control and regula- 
tion, and in cas. of violation of any of the 
rules.and regulations prescribed by law, that 
they should be subject to suit in the state 
courts without the necessity of procuring 
leave from any other jurisdiction to institute 
these actions. We are pleased to state that 
ho uecessity has yet arisen for a suit against 
these roads.in the hands of receivers. hese 
officers have generally shown a_ disposition 
to abide the rules of the commission, and no 
clash of authority has been precipitated by 
any act on their part, nor is ft believed that 
there will be. The law as recommended is 
intended to apply to new roads that may 
hereafter be coustructed and to new con- 
panies that may result from reorganization 
of present roads when they shall have passed 
through the hands of receivers, and other 
roads that are not yet in the hands of re- 
ceivers. | 

In .relation to overcharges previously dis- 
cussed, there is already a statute which 
prescribes that the party overcharged may 
recover after thirty days’ notice twice the 
excess over the legal rates. There is no 
lawful reason why a railroad should make 
any overcharge. The commission recommends 
an amendment providing that where it ap- 
pears that an overcharge has been made and 
not refunded after thirty days’ notice, that 
the railroad company shall pay all the ex- 

nses of a suit, including a reasonable fee 

or attorneys.

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Going fo Wreckers. 


Railroad nies ought to have the op- 
portunity of Gains a reasonable reward 
upon a fair and just valuation of their 


property, says the report. And then it pro- 
ceeds to jan in over issues of stocks and 


ds, sa : 

“A grave public wrong confronts the coun- 
try in the use of railroads as a means of 
speculation to defraud and rob the people 
and enrich the ap age which presents a 
serious phase of the railroad problem and 
demands, in our judgment, legislation. Roads 
are loaded with watered stock and bonded 
far in excess of their value, from which 
colossal fortunes are made by reprehensible 
methods—methods not reached by laws either 
to punish the guilty or to protect the innocent. 
The railroad wrecker has become a fixed 
character upon our failroad system who, 

h a bare majority of stock and a board 
of directors, waters the stock and makes 
overissyes of bonds, which are bolstered up 
by declared dividends and earnings (often 
the proceeds of sales), and are bought by 
innocent purchasers until the overburdened 
road is broken down in credit under enormous 
debt and disproportioned capitalization, and 
goes into the hands of a receiver. While in 
the hands of a receiver the entire earnings 
of the road are used to place it in first-class 
condition, and, when sold is usually purchased 
by the wrecker. ° 

‘In our opinion these quasi public corpora- 
tions should only be ailowed to issue stocks 
and bonds with such legal publicity and under 
such legal restraints as to protect minority 
shareholders against over-issues and the 
public against vicious speculation. The law 
should uire that the principal offices of 
railroads incorporated by Georgia shall be 
located in the state; that the president and 
a majority of the board of directors shall be 
Georgia citisens and vesidents—that a com- 
petent board shall make an honest valuation 
of the railroads in the state, to be sworn to 
and filed with the secretary of state, and to 
stand as the official standard for the issues 
of stocks and bonds by railroads in this 
state in the future; that no stocks or bonds 
shall be issued by any railroad incorporated 
by this state without the certificate of the 
secretary of state on them under nis seal 
of office, giving the valuation of said road, 
the amount of said issue and the amount of 
all former issues as it appears on the records 
of his office, an@ that all issues of any stocks 
or bonds in violation of the provisions of the 
jaw. shall be null and void, with proper pen- 
alties against the president and board of 
directors for the violation of the law. 

It is confidently believed that such a law 
would go far towards remedying this evil, 
and to the vrotection of minority share 
holders, as well as the public generally.

TO BE SOLD. 


The Metropolitan Will Go Through the 
Courts. 

Next Tuesday the Metropolitan street 
railway, lock, stock and barrel, will be 
sold at receiver's sale. 

It will be sold at public outcry from the 
courthouse steps and the sale will be con- 
ducted by Receiver Broyles. 

The Metropolitan road has had a rather 
rocky existence. About four years 
azo it was changed from a horse car service, 
all except one line, into a regular dummy 
line. For a time the people enjoyed the 
rapid transit afforded but soon the smoke 
and dust made by the passing trains 
caused the residents to raise a kick. The 
kickers were pacified, however, by the 
promise that the road should be electrically 
equipped. 

Just, about one year ago the Metropoli- 
tan went bankrupt and was placed in the 
hands of a receiver, Mr. Arnold Broyles, 
the well-known councilman who was ap- 
pointed by the court. 

Mr. P. Harrison was made superintend- 
ent for the receiver and Ned Chalfant, one 
of the brightest young men in the cityj was 
selected by Receiver Broyles to take care 
of the financial end of the road. 

Under the superb management of these 
three men the Metropolitan, which might 
have been purchased for $75,000 a year 
ago, will bring at least $125,000. During 
the past year that portion of the road on 
Georgia avenue to Grant park has been 
recaustructed. Stringers of heart pine 
were laid and new crossties put down, 
while return wires were put down and 
poles placed in. position for electrical equip- 
ment. °From the intersection of Ridge 
avenue and South Pryor to the terminus 
of that part of the road it has been recon- 
structed in the same manner. 

Something About the Road. 


The Metropolitan street railway, as it 
will be sold at public outcry, is a large 
corporation. ! 

The daily mileage of the road will aver- 
age 1,300 miles the year round. Although 
there are but sixteen miles of track over 
twenty miles of route are gone over, the 
different trains going over the same line 
for a portion of the way in many instances. 

Seven summer cars, not in bad condition 
and eleven closed cars will be a part of 
the property sold.: 

These cars make up seven trains. 

Ten dummy locomotives, four Porter 
dummies and six Baldwins are also a por- 
tion of the chattels which will go down 
under Reveiver Broyles’s hammer. Three 
horse cars, not of the bobtail genus, will be 
s6ld also as a part of the road’s com- 
plement; along with the cars will be sold 
seventeen mules and horses. 

The Number of Employes. 


The Metropolitan street railroad employs 
fifteen conductors, fifteen engineers, fifteen 
firemen and three horse car drivers. At 
the shops the machinery only will 
be sold as the company does not own 
the shop building. A number of men are 
employed, the company doing its own re- 
pairing and overhauling.

Is Watson Daft’? 

Those who have been watching political 
developments in the tenth congressional 
district are beginning to ask themselves 
if the strain and tension of the campaign 
have not been too much for Tom Watson. 
They are beginning to ask themselves 
whether his mind has not in @ measure 
given way to the strain that has been put 
on it—whether the physical and nervous 
exhaustion from which he is suffering 
has not left him in an unbalanced condi- 
tion. 

Such inquiries are entirely justified by 
the antics and utterances of Mr. Watson 
during the last few weeks. It is charit- 
able to believe that he is the victim of 
nervous excitement and physical exhaus- 
tion. In addition to this, he has been 
under severe mental strain. He has 
seen the third party disappear as sud- 
denly and as mysteriously as if it had 
dissolved in the air; he has seen his own 
cause grow weaker day by day; and it 
is natural that it should have a serious 
effect on his sensitive and high-strung 
temperament. 

A few months ago, he seemed to nave 
everything in a swing, as the phrase 
goes. Today his party has ceased to 
exist in Georgia, and. he finds himself at 
the head of a faction which, having 
neither object nor aim, is threatening the 
wildest excesses. Mr. Watson seems to 


-be the pronyting spirit behind the riotous 


movements that are going on in the 
tenth. He is no longer conservative in 
his views. He has thrown common sense 
and prudence to the winds. There is no 
longer any pretense on his part that he 
represents a cause or a principle. He rep- 
resents only himself and his desire for 
office. He represents opposition to the 
democratic party, and is doing his best, 
whether intentionally or unintentionally 
to inflame the minds of neighbor against 
neighbor and blacks against whites. He 
is not only stirring discord among the 
whites, but seems to, be doing his best to 
revive race prejudices. 

It is charity, therefore, to suggest that 
the nervous strain of his canvass has been 
tco much for Mr. Watson. No man in 
his right mind would arrange and carry 
out the programme which Mr. Watson 
seems to be furthering—not even for the 
sake of office. No man in his right mind 
could afford to inflame the minds of the 
people against each other at this juncture, 
or revive the race prejudices which had 
begun to subside. But Mr. Watson and 
the men who have constituted themselves 
his lieutenants are fighting blindly. They 
seem to be striking in the dark. To all 
appearances, they are trying to bring 
about a conflict of some kind. What 
they hope to gain by it we do not know 
—nor do they. They seem to be urged 
on by the blind and furious—furious be- 
cause it is futile—spirit of faction which 
Mr. Watson has summeoued to his aid. 
They are making incendiary speeches 
and threats; their followers are full of 
the fury that leads to riot; they are arm- 
ing the negroes; and they are striving to 
engage the services of the federal power 
in their behalf. 

We urge the conservative democrats of 
the tenth to deal with this curious phase 
of affairs with somo degree of leniency. 
If, as some of those who have known 
him long and well say, Mr. Watson is 
not himself, let that fact account for the 
threats that have been breathed and for 


‘the preparations that are making to break 


the peace. The democrats can afford to 
exercise a great deal of patience. Mr. 
Watson’s campaign is over. It is broken 
down. Whatever chances he may have 
had are gone. A great reaction has taken 
place among conservative farmers who 
gave strength and respectability to his 
faction. They will refuse to go with him 
in the direction he is now going. They 
will not join him in an effort to create 
strife in the neighborhood of their homes. 


Discussing the Platform. 

Hon. Louis F’. Garrard, who was one of 
the makers of the democraffe platform, 
at Chicago, has been writing some very 
able letters to The Columbus Enquirer. 
Mr. Garrard is the author of the clause 
demanding the repeal of the 10 per cent 
tax on state bank notes, and he has dis- 
cussed that subject in his letters with 
singular ability. 

He has also discussed other parts of 
the platform, especially that part which 
demands the amelioration of the condition 
of laboring men—the abolition of the 
sweating system; the abolition of the con- 
tract convict system; ar prohibiting the 
employment of * under fifteen 
years of age.

With respect to the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax on state bank notes, Mr. 
Garrard says: 

The present 10 per cent tax on state bank 
issues is prohibitive and was intended to be 
prohibitive as a war measure, in ‘order to 
create a Gemand for national bonds. The 
reason that caused this tax to be imposed has 
ceased, and when the reason ‘ceases the law 
should cease. 

Senator Sherman, one of the ablest finan- 
ciers of the republican party, in a speech de- 
livered by him on the 1st day of June, in the 
senate, said: ‘Now, Mr. President, another 
thing is plain, that the people of this country 
—whether rightly or wrongly is not for me’ 
to say—are not in favor of the longer con- 
tinuance of the national banking system be- 
yond that period which will enable them to 
wind up as banks of circulation, when the 
payment of the interest bearing bonds is 
made.”’ He further said: ‘Mr. President, 
I am therefore in favor of regarding the pop- 
ular will as being practically expressed that 
we shall not continue this banking system 
longer than the existence of the bonds that 
are outstanding.”’ : 

Here we have the declaration of the repub- 
lican leader in the senate, and a man of equal 
ability with the republican president, that 
the policy of the republican party will not be 
to continue the national banking system longer 
than the existence of the bonds that are out- 
standing. The democrats, ever cautious in 
tampering with money matters, have not gone 
so far as Mr. Sherman. Alarmed at the 
proposition to gradually contract the currency 
of the United States and knowing that some- 
thing must be done to meet the deficiency of 
circulating medium, they have proposed to 
take the prohibitive tax off of state bank 
tissues; and coupled with this proposition and 
immediately preceding it they demand a dollar 
of equal power at all times in the markets of 
the world and in the payment of debts, and 
they demand that paper currency shall be 
kept at par with and redeemable in such coin. 
Would paper currency issued under this plat- 
form be wildcat currency? S

That a state so rich in resources—whose 
hills are rugged with iron and glittering 
with gold; whose marble mountains are 
mines of wealth; whose fertile valleys 
yield such bounteous harvests—should be 
content with local representation only, is 
truly a matter of regret; but the truth 
stands that Georgia will occupy Dut an 
indifferent place, if any place at all, at 
the fair where she would have had the 
greaiest advertisement. 

Still, we wish for the fair at Macon and 
the exposition at Columbus all the success 
which such industrial enterprises deserve. 
Georgia is well represented at both of 
them; they are attracting the people from 
afar; encouraging industry and stimulat- 
ing invention. May their success be 
crowning and unprecedented! 

What a great thing it would be for 
Georgia’ if, when they have run their 
course, they could consolidate their inter- 
ests and take a flying trip to the great 
world’s fair!

The Atlanta Constitution's first editorial 
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Governor Northen Sends His Message to 
the General Assembly. 


STATE MATTERS FULLY DISCUSSED. 


The Chief Executive Makes Special Recom- 
mendations on the Military and 
Lynch Law—Other News. 


Governor Northen’s message to the general 

assembly was sent in to both branches yester- 
day mornivg. In both the senate and the 
honse the reading of the paper was inter- 
rupted by the arrival of the hour for joind 
session. 
- The message opens with the announcement 
that the four constitutional amendments pro- 
posed by the last general assembly were rati- 
fied in the recent state election. 

The federa} goverrment has refunded to 
Georgia $83,031.03. Of this $53,937.50 has 
been paid to 1,322 claimants, and $29,093.23 
remains yet to be distributed. There are now 
under consideration about one hundred claims, 
and it is probable that at the end of the time 
allowed for the distribution, six years from 
March 2, 1891, several thousand dollars will 
remain unclaimed in the treasury of the state. 

Military Affairs. 


On the subject of the military the govern- 
or tells of the encampment at. Griffin last 
summer. The total expenses of the encamp- 
ment were $19,154.80. The need of a good 
state militia is strongly presented, the gov- 
ernor saying: 

‘The absolute necessity for an efficient and 
thoroughly or military in the state, 
subject to orders of the authorities in case of 
threatened invasion or armed resistance to 
the civil powers, must be conceded. It is one 
of the first duties of the state to organize 
end properly maintain her volunteer troops, 
ard not entirely rely upon the patriotic sac- 
rifices of those who make up these companies 
to hold themselves in constant readiness to 
gv at a Inomeut’s notice to defend the life ur 
wagers of citizens. 

“Frequent demands have been and will con- 
tinue to be made for aid of the military to 
support the civil authorities in preserving or- 
der and preventing mob violence. The recent 
experiences in other states in quelling armed 
mobs which openly defied the civil powers, 
should teach us that tne peace and safety 
of the commonwealth demand a well organ- 
ized and efficient military force, one which 
may be relied upon in any emergency to pro- 
tect the hcnor and dignity of the state. 

“The presence of such a power has a very 
wide and salutary influence and prevents out- 


breaks and consequent wloodshed. I feel it | 


to be my duty to urge upon the general as- 
sembly tae great importance of ptepess main- 
taining the volunteer forces. cmnbers’ of 
these organizations lose, necessarily, much 
time in attending to the duties of the service 
and incur considerable Li. = ye in keeping up 
fheir companies. Especially is this the case 
when they go into encampment or respond to 
the call of the executive in the service of 
the state. 

“The present rate of appropriation to the 
military is less than $6 ato capita = annum. 
The state could well afford to double the ap- 
propriation for the security of the life and 

roperty of its citizens. The amount would 
be more than returned to the taxpayers in 
the security it would throw around their 
poser: If not liberal, the state ought, at 
east, to be just to her volunteer forces.”

Mike Holbrook the Slayer of Walraven 
Has Not Been Found. 


THE CORONER'S INQUEST YESTERDAY. 


Instructed iThat He Be Held for Further 
Investigation by the Courts. 
Walraven’s Funeral.

Mike Holbrook, the man who fired five 


| shots at George Walraver from under the 


cover of the forest, one of which ended 
Walraven’s hfe, is still at liberty. He has 
not been home since the killing. A thorough 
search of the community in which he lives 
utterly failed to produce a clue as to his 
whereabouts yesterday. 

The jury of inquest, impanelled by Coro- 
ner Davis to look into the killing of Wal- 
raven, instructed that Holbrook be held 
for trial by the superior court. 

The inquest was held yesterday morning 
at Buckhead. Coroner Davis and his spe- 
cial bailiff, Pat McCullough, went up to the 
scene of the murder early in the morning 
and summoned a jury. : 

number of witnesses were examined 
as to the first meeting between Walraven 
and Holbrook ig Ramsey’s store at Buck- 
head. The men were old friends, and had 
known each other for several years. The 
dimculty arose over some trivial matter, 
and both men followed it up warmly. 

It resulted in Holbrook striking Walra- 
ven over the head heavily with the butt 
end of a pistol. The ended as 
told in yesterday’s Constitution, Walraven 
following Holbrook after the two had been 
separated, Holbrook shooting W'alraven 
a ambush a half mile beyond Buck- 

ead. 

The jury returned a verdict to the effect 
that Walraven had come to his death from 
a pistol shot fired by Mike Holbrook, and 
recommended that Holbrook be held for 
further investigation.

THE NEW YORK MAREET. 


The Day en the Floor of the New York Stock 

xchange. 

NEW YORK, October 25.—The speculative 
interest at the opening of business at the 
stock exchange today centered almost en- 
tirely in New England, operators having 
watched anxiously for the effect upon the 
stocks of the deal consummated yesterday be- 
tween. the Boston and Maine and Reading 
companies. An excited crowd of brokers sur- 
rounded the post when New England was 
traded in on the floor of the exchange, and 
in the first ten minutes of business fully 
20,000 shares of stock changed hands. The 
price opened at 44 1-2, advanced to 45 3-4 
and quickly dropped to 44 1-8. Subsequently 
rally to 45 1-4 ensued and the stock declined 
only 1 per cent from this figure at the close, 
despite the general decline in the active list. 
This comparative steadiness is ascribed to 
the support given by those instrumental in 
bringing about the latest deal and who claim 
with good deal of confidence that the New 
England road will be benefited materially by 
the Boston and Maine-Reading combination. 
Following the early break in the New England 
there occurred a sudden drop in Distilling and 
Cattle Feeding, stock selling off from 68 1-4 
to 65 3-4. chiefly on sales on stop orders. 
The remainder of the active list held toler- 
ably firm and some of the specialties advanced 
sharply. New York, Susquehanna and Wes- 
tern rose from 18 1-2 to 19 1-2, preferred, 
from 66 3-4 to 69 1-2 on unusually large 
transactions. There are intimations that an 
important deal is in progress in which this 
road will cut a prominent figure. Colorado 
Coal and Iron rose 1 1-4 to 41 3-4, General 
Electric, 7-8 to 116 3-8, and National Lead, 
1 3-8 to 48 1-2. Toward the close there was 
a renewed pressure against the market, room- 
traders being the principal sellers. Distilling, 

which had rallied 67 1-4, dropped to 65. The 
reaction otherwise was 1-4 to 11-8 per cent, 
and the tone at the close was weak. The 
decline had the effect of ridding the market 
of a large number of stop orders, the ex- 
istence of which has for a day or two been 
looked upon as a menace to the upward move- 
ment. For this reason the bulls themselves 
helped the reaction along, believing that 
forced sales by weak holders will result in 
fisted “39 — on a firmer footing.

NEW YORK, October 27—Pending the settlement of 
the threatened strike in Lancashire against a reduc- 
tion of 5 per cent in wages, spinners appear to have 
withdrawn from the Liverpool market. Sales of only 
8,000 bales and a decline of 2@8-64d were the discour- 
aging advices which greeted the trade this morning. 
Reports of frost throughout the cotton belt served to 
sustain the market, which opened at 5@6 points decline 
from the closing and brought in buyers enough to ad- 
vance the market to within 1 point of the closing. The 
pressure of the Jong cotton which we have noticed for 
the past two days has been very heavy, as the break 
before the luncheon hour is due to the selling by disap- 
pointed holders. Receipts tomorrow again promise to 
be less than last year, New Orleans expecting but 8 ,000 
bales, against 17,800 bales last year. Undoubtedly the 
froat throughoat the Mississipi valley has done severe 
damage to the crop. A conservative estimate is 260,000 
bales from the prospect of last week. It may greatly 
exceed this figure, as the crop throughout the valley 
and Arkansas was very late because the water did not 
recede from the flooded sections until late in the spring. 
Receipts at the interior towns are expected to be 
105,000 bales, against 142,000 bales last year. Liverpool 
does not place any credence in the frost, but if an 
average temperature of 32 degrees has not injured the 
cotton crop it will be the first time is has not done so.

In the Custody of an Officer He Will 
Come to Atlanta. 


HE WILL PROBABLY SECURE HIS RELEASE 


Yesterday—Tbhe United States Court 
Did Very Little. 


Sidney Lascelles, alias Lord Beresford, 
will be in Atlanta today. 

He comes of his own accord, but in the 
custody of an officer, to be given a hearing 
before Judge Newman, in the United States 
court. 

“Me Lnd’s” appearance here will be in 
his usual role—defendant—and is the out- 
come of a petition for habeas corpus plea 
by Beresford’s attorneys some weeks ago 
and granted by Judge Newman. 

Along with Lord Beresford will come a 
number of citizens for the prosecution 

It will be remembered that Lord Beres- 
ford, or Sidney Lascelles, was extradited 
upon one charge, forgery, and tried at Rome 
upon another, cheating and swindling, and 
convicted. The case, as it will be laid be- 
fore Judge Newnan, leaves the judge to de- 
termine whether the state courts have any 
right to send a man to the penitentiary 
under such conditions. 

There are several just such cases as 
Lord Beresford’s quoted in the court fre- 
cords, the prisoner being released after 
hearing in the federal court, and every in- 
dication is that he will secure his release 
and once more be a free man.
